I think  Gotl  grants  to  everyone  an  ample 
day  for  preparation. 

Nothing  happens ‘‘all  of  a sudden.”  No 
rose  blooms  in  a day.  Milleniums  to  make 
the  soil ; at  last  a seed  in  the  soil  ; period  of 
darkness;  the  Autumn  rains;,  the  winter’s 
frosts  and  frowns;  the  raw  gales  of  March; 
tbe  mingled  sunshine  and  shadow  of  April 
days;  the  bending  skies  of  June;  then  the 
flower  without  care  or  toil,  the  touch  of  im- 
mortal beauty  r<  sting  for  a moment  upon  its 
fragile  petals. 

No  man  makes  an  extemporaneous  spe<ch; 
no  man  preaches  an  extemporaneous  sermon; 
no  man  writes  an  impromptu  poem,  or  im- 


Ferminttd  Wine  and  Unleavened  Bread. 

I see  in  the  issue  of  February  28tli,  Bro. 
W.  C.  Garrett  asks  thejquestiou,  “Ougjit  fer- 
mented wine  to  be  used  in  the  institution  o 
the  Lord's  Supper ?”  Boo.  Gilmore;  in  the 
issue  of  March  14^,  says:  ‘‘Fermented  wine 
should  not  be  used,  and  dll  churches  ising  it 
should  discontinue  its  psej” 

He  then  proceeds  to  give  his  reasons  for 
not  using  fermented  wine,  and  says  “Inas- 
much as  all  Reformed  churches  ad  pit  the 
symbolic  nature  of  this  sacrament,  il 
ual  significance  is  unpffqcted  by  th« 
leavened  or  unleavened  bread,  fermi 
an  fermented  wine.]’ ' 

Bro.  Gilmore  would  ha,ve  us  belie 
because  the  pedo  Baptists  admit  the  s 
nature  of  the  ordinance,  we  may  use  I 
bread,  or  unfermented  wipe,  and  the 
significance  of  the  ordinance  is  not  af 
If  that  be  so,  then  we  may  sprinkl 
on  the  candidate  for  baptism,  cease  tc 
the  subject  in  the  water,  and  the 
significance  is  not  affected. 

Paul  charges  the  brethren  at  Corinth  with 
profaning  the  Lord’s  Suptoer.  He  i iys  one 
is  hungry  and  another  is  drunken;  bu  he  did 
not  tell  them  thet  they  should  dicont  tme  the 
use  of  fermented  wine.! 

Now  I believe  that  Christ  used  fe:  mented 
wine  in  the  institution  of  his  supper,  1 nd  that 
the  apostles  used  it  itl  the  administi  ation  of 
the  supper.  The  Baptiftfs,  as  a bod  f,  have 
used  it  from  that  day  until  now.  I aoS  nearly 
eighty-four  years  of  agfc,  and  have  b;een  try- 
ing to  pieach  the  gospel  fifty  year*  and  I 
never  found  a Baptist  that  was  iu  Jfcvor  of 
using  leavened  bread  and  unfermentfld  wine. 
I do  not  believe  the  juice  jpf  the  grape  {s  wiue 


Brunei  bored  a magnificent  tunnel  under 
the  Thames  in  London.

“ HOLY  WEEK,” 

which  some  will  read  with  the  approving 
smiles,  and  others  with  an  aching  heart: 

“One  of  the  most  noticeable  tendencies  in 
this  city  in  the  last  ten  years  is  that  of  all  de- 
nominations to  take  account  of  the  period  im- 
mediately before  Easter.  The  fact  that  God’s 
almanac  is  accurate,  and  his  clock,  with  revo- 
lution of  earth  about  sun,  and  moon  about 
earth  for  the  hands  on  the  dial  of  space  ne  ds 
no  regulating,  but  itself  regulates  our  own, 
compels  admission  that  the  adversaries  oii cru- 
cifixion are  determined  with  precision.  It  is 
the  coupling  of  this  certainty,  with  the 
supreme  significance  of  the  cross  and  empty 
tomb,  that  inevitably  fastens  thought  to  these 
events  in  his  earthly  life.  The  non-litnrgi- 
cal  bodies  are  increasingly  observing  these 
anniversaries.  The  Baptist  cbnrch  of  the 
Epiphany,  with  Drs.  Judson  and  Sander}!  as 
preachers;  the  Fifth  Avenue  Church  with  Dr. 
Woelflkin  as  preacher,  the  First  Church  with 
Pastor  Haldeman  preaching  on  the  events  of 
the  several  days  in  the  Passion  Week  arfe  ex- 
amples of  the  growing  customs  in  our  own 
fold.  Others  are  also  interested , and  the 
church  that  at  its  mid-week  service  di<f  not 
have  its  entire  thought  bathed  in  the  temper  of 
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therhood  and  Sonship;"  "Silence  of  .Scrip- 
ture;” “The  Only  Begotten  Son  of  God;” 
“The  Meaning  of  this  Restricted  Use  of 
Forms.”  It  is  the  clearest  and  most  satisfac- 
tory treatments  of  the  fatherhood  of  God  we 
have  seen.  It  sets  forth  in  no  unmistakable 
terms  the  teachings  of  Scripture  on  this  ques- 
tion The  discussion  of  this  doctrine  is 
timely,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  tendency 
of  the  day  is  to  level  down  all  moral  distinc- 
tions among  men  and  to  disregard  the  differ- 
entailing  principle  of  “true  holiness."  It 
sets  out  with  much  force  and  clearness  the 
doctrine  that  G*d  is  the  Father  only  of  those 
who  are  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  equally  strong 
in  its  statement  that  men  out  of  Christ  are  of 
their  father,  the  devil.  This  treatise  should 
be  read  by  all  young  Christians  who  are  not 
indoctrinated,  as  many  are  so  loud  in  the 
advecacy  of  latitndinariaism.

The  Story  of  Paper-Making,  is  the  title  of  a 
handsome  book  of  136  pages,  gotten  out  by 
J.  W.  Butler  Paper  Company,  of  Chicago. 
It  attributes  to  the  Chinese  the  distinction  of 
being  the  discoverers  of  paper-making  of  tbe 
kind.familiar  to  us. 

In  150  A.  D.,  they  discovered  that  the 
mulberry  might  be  utilized  for  other  purposes 
than  silk-making.  So,  in  their  crude  way, 
they  began  the  manufacture  of  paper,  to  take 
the  place  of  stones,  clay,  skins,  &c.,  for  pre- 
serving records.  The  process  of  paper- 
making is  traced  with  minuteness  down  to 
the  present  times.

Temperance. 


The  Chicago  Standard  gives  the 
following  words  of  caution  to  Pro- 
hibitionists: "We  cannot  but  be- 
lieve that  temperance  people — and 
among  them  we  count  tbe  editors 
of  religious  newspapers — are  so 
much  given  to  active  and  practical 
denunciation  of  the  saloon  as  an 
institution  and  liquor-selling  as  a 
devilish  occupation,  as  too  often 
to  forget  the  other  side  of  temper- 
ance reform — the  preventive  side. 
Theoretically,  we  all  believe  in  the 
inculcation  of  total  abstinence,  in 
temperance  training,  in  "touch 
not,  handle  not,  taste  not."  But 
as  a matter  of  fact  we  devote  more 
time  to  bayonet  charges  upon  grog- 
geries  than  to  forming  temperance 
societies,  to  graphic  descriptions 
of  saloon  evils  than  to  teaching  ihe 
joy  of 'pure  lives.  We  surely  ought 
to  fight  the  saloon,  but  more  often 
than  is  customary  we  would  do 
well  to  sh  o',  from  behind  trenches 
of  education  and  prevention." 

It  is  necessary  to  organize  tem- 
perance societies,  have  recitations, 
essays  and  speeches  on  total  absti- 
nence and  tbe  evils  of  Ihe  liquor 
traffic.  There  are  plenty  of  chil- 
dren twelve  and  fifteen  years  old 
that  never  sa  v a saloon  or  a 
drunken  man  and  they  need  to  be 
instructed  about  the  evil  of  tbe  le- 
galized saloon  and  the  danger  of 
the  social  glas* . 

Yon  can  catch  up  with  the 
"Blind  Tigers".  Make  affidavits 
against  the  illegal  seller.  Send 
delegates  to  the  State  Prohibition 
Convention.  Ask  Gov.  Longino 
to  recommend  tbe  next  Legislature 
to  give  Slate  Prohibition  and  if 
they  don't  do  it,  elect  men  to 
tbe  next  regular  session  that  will 
do  so. 

The  Word  and  Way  gives  the 
following  terrible  illustration  of 
the  evils  of  the  liquor  traffic: 
"There  is  on  trial  for  his  life  in 
our  city  a young  man  of  an  excel- 
lent family.  He  has  a wife  and 
two  sweet  little  children.  Last 
fall  he  came  to  our  city.  The  sa- 
loon men  sold  him  liquor  according 
to  tbe  law  of  the  nation  ;of  the  rfty, 
of  the  State;  of  the  county;  of  the 
He  was  drinking.  He  became  in- 
volved in  an  altercation  with  a ne- 
gro. He  shot  him  to  death.  His 
father  and  wife  and  children  are 
here  at  the  trial . They  came  from 
hit  home  at  the  connty  seat  of  a 
distant  county.  The  jury  sitting 
on  the  case  has  been  in  tears  as  the 
lawyers  have  plead  for  his  life  and 
pointed  to  his  aged  father,  his 
weeping  wife  and  his  dependent 
little  children.^Who  are  the  par-

ties  to  this  sad  and  awful  situation? 
When  the  final  throne  of  justice  is 
set,  and  the  voters  and  the  law- 
makers, tnd  the  owners  of  busi- 
ness houses  in  this  city,  and  the 
saloon  keepers,  and;  bartenders, 
and  the  saloon  patrons  stand  be- 
fore the  great  Judge,  we’ll  know 
the  answer.’
